FREEDOM  PRRESERVED 

If  we  are  to  preseiwe  and  extend  freedom  in  our  co 
we  must  reaffirm  our  faith  in  the  moral  and  religious 
pies  that  have  long  served  as  a framework  for  Am 
justice  and  lil)erty.  In  short,  we  must  practice  Ch 
love  and  charity. 

The  United  States  is  a Christian  nation.  Almost  ev< 
considei-s  that  Christ  was  concerned  w'itli  all  mankir 
that  he  commanded  his  followei's  to  “love  thy  God”  ani 
■to  “love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself,”  even  to  “love  you 
mies.” 

But  nowhei’e  in  His  teachings  can  I find  that  He  i 
mends  anyone  using  force  to  compel  others  to  assi; 
needy,  the  ixior,  or  the  sick.  He  would  have  us  use  pe 
persuasion  and  the  example  of  our  own  lives  tf^  pei 
others. 

FORCE  USED 

Wlrat  reply  do  government  planners  and  their  supp 
give  when  asked  about  the  use  of  foi-ce  in  carrying  o 
various  welfare  programs  designed  to  help  those  in 
and  need?  Almost  all  of  them  reply,  “Voluntary  actio: 
does  not  produce  the  amount  of  help  that  is  needed.  1 
just  don’t  seem  willing  enough  to  give  of  their  titn 
money.  So  force  has  to  be  used.” 

Here  and  there  the  use  of  force  or  threat  of  force  1 
government  may  provide  a disturbing  prod  to  the  consc 
of  welfare  program  advocates.  But  they  consider  fo: 
be  the  lesser  evil.  Since  it’s  easier  to  tax  people  than  t 
suade  people  to  give  voluntarily,  these  advocates  fe( 
the  result  justifies  the  use  of  compulsion  and  force, 
adopt  the  position  that  the  end  justifies  the  means. 

FORCE  DECRIED

same  question,  he  said. 

WILLING  TO  NEGOTIATE 

“I  will  say  this:  if  such  opera- 
tions are  necessary  to  contribute 
to  the  defense  of  Southeast  Asia 
and  to  the  defense  of  Thailand  and 
useful  to  ending  the  war  in  South 
Viet  Nam,  then  my  government  is 
willing  to  discuss  the  question  with 
the  American  government  on  a 
formal  basis.” 

He  said  his  jurisdiction  was  for-i 
eign  and  not  military  afairs,  when 
asked  about  reports  that  there 
were  now  35,000  U.S.  troops  in  his 
country. 

Without  elaborating,  however, 
Thanat  said  Thailand  “is  bearing 
the  greatest  burden  and  the  great- 
est risk”  in  the  war  except  for 
South  Viet  Nam  itself. 

There  must  be  “formal  arrange- 
ments of  use  of  military  installa- 
tions in  Thailand’’  beyond  present 
agreements,  he  said. 

Thanat  spoke  with  what  appeared 
to  be  some  bitterness  that  Thail- 
and’s role  as  a “hawk”  had  the 
private  approval  of  many  Asian 
Nations  which  were  not  “bold  en- 
ough to  say  so  in  public.” 

“They  want  us  to  be  the  hawks” 
while  “they  stand  to  profit  by  our 
risks,”  he  said. 

As  for  Sen.  J.  William  Ful- 
bright’s  criticism  of  U.S.-Thailand 
military  arrangements,  Thanat 
said  he  wanted  to  practice  “Bud- 
dhist Charity”  and  pray  for  those 
who  “go  off  on  a tangent.”

Campus  speeders  will  be  stopped 
by  radar,  the  BYU  Security  Of- 
fice announced. 

The  radar  unit  in  use  is  a mark- 
ed patrol  car. 

By  using  the  unit,  a patrolling 
security  officer  can  instantly  deter- 
mine and  register  tlie  speed  of  any 


approaching  motor  vehicle. 

Sgt.  Hardy,  of  BYU  Securuity. 
explained  that  the  short  distances 
and  restricted  area  of  campus, 
motorways  make  normal  clocking 
of  speeding  vehicles  virtually  im- 
possible. 

He  said,  however,  that  this  short- 


distance  nature  of  campus  road- 
ways does  not  lessen  the  serious- 
ness and  danger  of  speeding  viola- 
tions. An  increasing  number  of  on- 
campus  accidents  attest  to  this. 

The  standard  speed  limit  on  cam-
